Morgenthau Will Sell 
Fine Philipp Collection 





Parts of the great collection 
formed by the late Philip B. Phil- 
ipp of mint United States and 
British America will be sold for 
the estate by auction at the J. C. 
Morgenthau Galleries, third floor 
of One West 47th Street on April 
12, 13 and 14. 

There are many rarities from 
the nineteenth century and the 
Twentieth Century is finely rep- 
resented by singles and blocks 
of four. Among the outstanding 
ifems are an unusually fine copy 
of the 24c United States airmail 
with inverted center and a block 
of four of the 4c Columbian er- 
ror which was formerly in the 
Crocker collection. 

The Puerota Principe issues of 
Cuba, as well as the imperforate 
and inverted varieties of Canada 
stamps are features of the sale. 
There are also a number of the 
Pan American inverts. . 

In addition to material from 
the Philipp collection, the sale 
will include many rare items from 
the stock of the Scott stamp and 
Coin Company Inc., many of these 
pieces are believed to be unique. 
Among them is an unused block of 
ten 5c New York, a full sheet of 
Hine of the 5c New York reprint, 
a used block of twelve of the 5c 
1847 and a vertical block of six 
of the 10c 1847. There is also one 
of the finest groups of confeder- 
ates stamps in singles, blocks of 
four and larger pieces which has 
been offered at auction in recent 
years, Many of them were former- 
ly in the collection of the late 
Edward S. Knapp. 

An illustrated catalogue of the 
1700 lots is in preparation and 
will be sent to serious collectors 
on request, The sale will be con- 
ducted by Walter S. Scott and the 
lots will bc on exhibition at the 
Morgenthau Galleries for two 
Weeks prior to the sale.

who have made their contribu- 
tion to the knowledge of stamps 
which we have today. 

That the sale of this collection 
will be ranked among the most 
important sales of-all times is a 
foregone conclusion. Seldom does 
the stamp auction’ market offer 
anything that might offer the 
slightest comparison. And it can 
very easily be understood, for, 
while there are many fine and 
valuable collections being formed 
and being dispersed, there are 
only a few great collections. Such 
collections as these are rarely 
sold during the lifetime of the 
owner and it is only after death 
calls them, that their philatelic 
holdings reach the market, to give 
pride and pleasure to new owners, 

But, even among great collec- 
tions, there are a few which reach 
greater heights than others, not 
that there is any real basis by 
which one collection may be com- 
pared with another, for, after all, 
a collection represents the one who 
forms it, and no two men are en- 
tirely alike in their interests. 
However, the West collection is 
one of the few, of top rank and its 
sale at public auction will cer- 
tainly offer an unusual opportun- 
ity for the collector of discrimina- 
tion. Since it was formed by a 
man of these talents, it follows 
axiomatically that such things as 
pleased him will go to a collec- 
tor of similar tastes. 

William West was born in Phil- 
adelphia in 1873 of a family who 
settled there in 1730. He received 
his education both in this country 
and in Europe and_ served his 
country during the Spanish Amer- 
ican War with the First City 
Troop of the Philadelphia Caval- 
ry. After the end of the war, he 
organized the investment bank- 
ing house of West and Company, 
serving as its head until his death 
on August 16, 1942, 

It is very easy to say that with 
his background and with the mon- 
ey at his command, it was easy to 
form such a collection as he has 
built. But, it requires more than 
money, alone, since there must be 
a love of fine stamps and the 
powers of discrimination. His col- 
lection was not built by a strict 
adherence to catalogue numbers 
and catalogue prices. It is an ac- 
cumultion of things which he liked 
and which he knew he would en- 
joy havng in his collection. This 
is evident from the collection it- 
self, regardless of whether a 
stamp may be of low price or of 
great value. One can learn much 
from a collection like this. While 
there is a predominance of pieces 
of greatest beauty and highest 
quality, one wil occasionally note

Air Mail Pick-up Service 
Brings Rural Delivery 





To Inaccessible Places 





“New uses for parachutes are 
continually reported. One striking 
example comes from the Post Of- 
fice Department. Rapid mail de- 
livery has been impossible in the 
rugged Appalachian region ex- 
tending from Kentucky to West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, and New 
York. Air mail did not help much 
as there was not enough mail to 
start full service, and, besides, 
flying conditions over the moun- 
tains are notoriously bad. 


The problem was solved by 
some young men who organized 
the All American Aviation Com- 
pany. Now air mail is picked up 
and delivered to over a hundred 
Appalachian stations. The service 
is growing and the idea is appli- 
cable to many other thinly popu- 
lated areas, In this system two 
20-foot “goal-posts” are erected, 
20 feet apart on the airfield. These 
posts are made of light metal and 
bamboo. Suspended between them 
is a transfer rope to which the 
mail container is attached. This 
container is 8 to 17 inches and 
holds up to 50 pounds of mail. The 
entire apparatus can be set up in 
three minutes. The mail plane 
swoops low over the posts at about 
100 miles an hour. The pouch to 
be delivered is released and falls 
to the ground. Almost at the same 
moment, the pick-up boom, ex- 
tending below the plane, catches 
the transfer rope attached to the 
pouch of outgoing mail. A power- 
ful shock absorber prevents the 
rope from breaking, and a winch 
pulls the pouch into the plane, 

The delivery of fragile articles 
or articles that are too iarge to fit 
into the special container is made 
by parachute, Each pick-up plane 
is equipped with several small 
chutes, approximately 12 feet in 
diameter. These are released just 
before the pick-up is made and 
usually reach the ground in the 
vicinity of the “goal-posts”. Since 
they are dropped from a !ow alti- 
tude the chutes cannot drift far 
and be lost. 

The Air Mail Pick-up Service 
has completed a million miles of 
flying in a year and a quarter, It

replaced the corn cob in the 
Chick Sale shanties throughout 
rural America, 

Sets of Departmental stamps 
would provide a perfect means 
for keeping an accurate record of 
;use and abuse of mailing privi- 
leges in the Departments as well 
as in other branches of the Gov- 
;ernment for which they could be 
| provided. Cost of production of 
such stamps would readily be 
|}absorbed by stamp _ collectors 
| throughout America and abroad 
by the purchase of unused sets 
which could be put on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency at Washington. 

Such sale would in no way 
affect the stamps as their use 
would be restricted to Govern- 
ment Officials and agencies. 

Quoting from “Nations 
iness,” we give some figures 
which should be of interest to 
the public as well as to stamp 
collectors and which demonstrate 
the plight of the biggest business 
on earth, which does not know 
what it costs to operate. Imagine 
a big industry of any nature op- 
erating on such a schedule, 

A Sample Of Sloppiness 

“The Post Office Department 
is the largest business organiza- 
tion in the world today. Postmas- 
ter General Walker has asked for 
means enabling him to find out 
what it costs to carry the mail. 
No P. M. G, has ever known. He 
thinks it will cost the Department 
$71,000,000 to handle the penalty 
mail, which is the forthputtings 
of the various bureaus He has no 
way of checking it. If a ready 
writer in the Department of Ag- 
riculture writes himself a piece 
about bug love—it has been done— 
his chief can have as many copies 
printed and mailed as he pleases. 
Another estimate of the penalty 
cost is $90,000,000. The cost to the 
Department of handling Congres- 
sional franked mail in 1942 was 
only $767,028.

Jamaica is so “inevitably link- 
ed” economically with Canada 
that it must become an “integral 
part” of the Dominion, even to the 
extent of becoming a Province, 
President R. W. Yougman of the 
Chamber of Commerce said today 
ni an address before the Chamber. 

“The economy of the island is 
so inevitably linked with that of 
Canada that we have got to turn 
all our attention to that great 
Dominion,” Mr. Yougman said. “I 
see little hope for Jamaica un- 
less it becomes an integral part 
of Canada, even to.the extent of 
becoming a Province of that coun- 
try.” 

Referring to the new constitu- 
tion offered the island colony by 
the British Government last Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Yougman said _ that 
constitutions “will not fill empty 
stomachs; only trade will do that.” 
Colonial Secretary Oliver Stan- 
ley has announced that Britian 
would provide a two-house legis- 
lature for a trial period of five 


years, with universal adult suf- 
frage. 
In concluding, Mr. Yougman 


suggested that the Chamber of 
Commerce as soon as_ possible 
should send a representative to 
Ottawa. 





Color Problem Solved 
For Stamp Collectors 


Stamp collectors who become 
confused between rose carmine 
and carmine rose might be inter- 
ested in new studies being made 
by the U. S. Army at the mater- 
ials laboratory at Dayton, Ohio. 
A clipping with a Dayton date line 
should convince collectors of 
shades and off color stamps that 
they might as well throw up their 
hands and quit. 

“Using an electronic instrument 
which can distinguish between 
2,000,000 shades of color, the 
materials laboratory of the army 
air forces here is studying the 
possibility of obtaining standardi- 
zation of colors through the use 
of color curves produced by the 
device, instead of using colored 
chips or samples. The latter fade 
under different temperatures and 
handling conditions and, it is said, 
cannot be relied upon to give the 
same shade of colors at all times. 
The instrument being used is a 
photoelectric spectrophotometer.” 
“At present, the studies apply 
particularly to the standardization 
of camouflage colors, color char- 
acteristics of luminescent mater- 
ials, and measurement of light 
transmission and reflection of 
transparent plastics.”

signing the Oglethorpe stamp, but 
it is generally considered as far 
jnferior and only detracting from 
the Penn stamp’s beauty. Ogle- 
thorpe in his long wig and armor 
does not appear to advantage. 
The picture is taken from a pho- 
tograph of the only existing por- 
trtait of the Governor, painted by 
an unknown author and now 
owned by Oglethorpe University, 
Atlanta. 

The 3c—General Oglethorpe— 
was issued February 12, 1933, flat 
plate, perf. 11, unwatermarked, 
and is recorded in several shades 
of violet, with numerous unimpor- 
tant minor varieties, 

61,729,200 were issued, from 
plates 21096 to 99, and 21100 to 
21111. 

First day covers are from Sa- 
vannah only. In order to get the 
correct date, Feb. 12th, the post- 
office was kept open on a Sun- 
day for the first time, and it is 
stated that 300,000 covers were 
mailed in addition to the sale of 
450,000 stamps.

The Civil Aeronautics Board re- 
cently authorized temporary air- 
mail and passenger service be- 
tween New Orleans, La., and Ha- 
yana, Cuba; and between New 
Orleans, and points in Central 
America; this service to be oper- 
ated by Pan-American Airways, 
Inc. It is not known at this time 
when this service will be inaugu- 
rated, but it is rather certain that 
first flight covers will NOT be 
carried, due to a Post Office and 
War Department ruling, There- 
fore, collectors should refrain 
from sending first flight covers 
for these flights, unless either the 
Post Office or Pan American 
Airways announce that covers 
will be carried. 


Postmaster-General Frank C. 
Walker, in a recent interview in 
Los Angeles, said that airmail 
service may be rationed or dis- 
continued to general public use in 
the near future. Due to the over- 
burdening of mail planes, it may 
be necessary to either invoke a 
priority system or else limit air- 
mail letters to a radius of 500 
miles, he said,

The past year has brought forth 
a plethora of missing perforation 
items. Due to overworked per- 
forating machinery vast quanti- 
ties of stamps began to appear 
with missing perforations here 
and there, These were merely 
forerunners of what was to come. 
Before long we found pairs with 
only three perforations remaining 
between the stamps. The next slip 
was the real thing—truly imper- 
forate pairs and blocks of the 3c 
Defense—followed by others of a 
similar nature. The search for 
and findiig of these varieties was 
a source of great activity and 
gratification to the philatelic fra- 
ternity. 











Missing perforations are by no 
means a new Hem. They have 
cropped up at numerous occasions 
and in many countries. In fact 
the U. S. issues of such oddities 
have taken a back seat as com- 
pared to other nations, where al- 
most all their perforate stamps at 
one time or another have appear- 
ed in unperforate form. 

Noteworthy among recent U. S. 
emissions of similar material are 
the following: 

For our starting point we will 
go back to the first World War, 
the 1917 issue: the lc, 2c, 3c, 5c, 
8c, and the 20c stamp all appear- 
ed in some imperforate form. This 
seems to point to war as a cause 
of unusual stamp varieties. 

Our next excursion into imper- 
foracy takes us to the offset 
printing issue, 1918-20, This ser- 
ies only had the three low de- 
nominations printed and of these 
the Ic and 2c stamps appeared 
in imperforate condition. 

We did not have to wait too 
long for our next part-perforates 
—the years 1919-21, #$538-539. 
These were issued in sheets and 
are perhaps the most abundant 
of this type of variety. They were 
imperforate horizontally and can 
be acquired for about $1.00 per 
pair. 

Again fortune smiled, and with 
the advent of the 1922 issue we 
were offered the opportunity of 
trying to get the following de- 
nomination in part-parforate form 
2c, 5c, 10c, 20c and the 25c stamps. 

We now pass through a period 
of efficiency that defies explan- 
ation. Not until 1930 when the 
Von Steuben Issue went to press 
do we run into the next imper- 
forate form. 

Our next venture into this 
missing perforations bureau takes 
place in 1933 with the appearance 
of the Kosciusko Commemorative. 

However, during the flat plate 
printing issue of the very next 
year we encounter a more proli- 
fic production of these varieties— 
namely:-the 1c, 2c, 5c, and 7c de- 
nominations were forthcoming— 
all in one imperforate form’ or 
another. 

The final item which fills the 
gap between these varieties and 
our recent Defense part-perforat- 
es is the 6c bi-color airmail of 
1938. From the foregoing history 
of slips in perforating since the 
first World War, one may ven- 
ture to predict that this type of 
rarity is one which is bound to 
crop up from time to time. No 
degree of efficiency in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Bureau’ can 
preclude the elimination of these 
errors. In fact I have heard whis- 
pering in philatelic channels that 
the 1144c Presidential is not the 
only stamp in that large series of 
stamps which has shown up in 
part-perforate form. it is this 
search for the unknown, and the 
unpredictable that makes phila- 
tely such an adventurous and fas- 





cinating hobby.

Twice A Year, 


If it were not for the impending 
paper shortage we would advo- 
cate the issuance again of the 
bureau catalog at six month in- 
tervals. The swift change of 
events in the recent bureau issues 
would warrent such a move if 
feasable. We realize that besides 
paper shortages there also would 
be the problem of printing and 
compiling. In the printing end 
there would be labor shortages 
and since the compilation end is 
merely a labor of love and every- 
one is really busy it would be ask- 
ing a lot of everybody concerned 
to get out an extra issue of the 
catalog. Especially since the pro- 
fit end is almost nil. With the 
quick disappearance of the WIDE 
Defense types and almost as quick 
a fadeout of the NARROW de- 
fense items it is difficult to keep 
up with the trend of the market. 
The quick change of the market 
often puts the dealer on the spot 
unless he has customers that real- 
ly understand the situation, It is 
hard to make a buyer see why a 
dealer prices an item at 25c or 
50c when the catalog says a dime. 
Two issues of the catalog per year 
could keep such sad instances to 
a minimum, but if the war effort 
is helped one iota by a saving 
of paper I feel that we collectors 
can well plug along without the 
extra edition. I am glad I can 
still collect precancels,

Ressurected Type. 

One of the biggest kicks a pre- 
cancel collector gets is when he 
comes upon a type that long since 
was supposed to have been dis- 
carded and finds it on a current 
issue. The Jackson and Battle 
Creek old types are a fine ex- 
ample of what I mean. Also De- 
troit and Canton Ohio were two 
others that dug up types sup- 
posed to have been in the junk yard 
long ago and used them on cer- 
tain more recent items.

This type 
to my knowledge has not been 
used since 1937, at least no item 
has been reported on this type 
on the Presidential issue and it 
came out in the summer of 1938. 
At that time Chicago came out 
with an electro not very similar 
to any U type and has been us- 
ing it to supplement its bureau 
supply. Now comes the old U-11 
again and if it was a one shot 
printing order only these Presi- 
dential items in this type could 
be quite good property. Another 
reason now to go very slow on 
that “No Chicago wanted” slogan 
that so many use.

ment. That would mean they 
would be completely subservient.”

A Philatelic News Bureau Service 


Stamp collecting is a hobby, that is a point that no one will 
argue against, yet it has become a hobby which supports an enor- 
mous business. Without stamp dealers and the Philatelic Press the 
hobby wguld never have risen to the heights which it has attained 
today. Thus both the hobby of collecting stamps and the business 


of selling stamps are dependent on one another. 
The hobby is big enough, important enough that 
it needs a Philatelic News Bureau. Such a bureau 
is needed by the collector for it would assure him 
of a better reception of news of interest. Such a 
bureau is needed by the dealer because it would 
acquaint collectors with what is new in stamps, 
with matters of general interest concerning 
stamps and with news of the trade which is of in- 
terest to the collector and in this manner would 
promote and increase sales for the dealer. Such a 
bureau is needed also by the Philatelic Press of 
the country which is ever ready to receive and 
print news of interest both to the collector and the 

Geo, W. Linn’ dealer and such a bureau, properly handled could 
provide a syndicated column to the newspapers of the country and 
this would do much to promote the hobby which in the end would 
be beneficial to the collector by enhancing the value of his holdings, 
for prices on stamps as in other commodities are determined by 
supply and demand regardless of any catalogue, and an increased 
interest in stamp collecting would reflect itself in higher prices for 
those choice items in your collection. 

But most of all the Hobby itself needs a News Bureau for it 
would benefit it from every angle, 

Naturally, this bureau should be set up in New York City. It 
should be managed by a collector rather than a dealer in order that 
such material as came from it would be the right sort of material 
and not merely propoganda or exploitation for any particular stamp 
or group of stamps. 

Perhaps New York Collectors and dealers, and more especially 
the latter, take a too small view of the situation. Perhaps few of 
them look much farther than the environs of New York City in their 
view of the stamp world as shown in America. Perhaps a lot of these 
dealers should take a trip to California and back and learn what there 
is in America outside New York City. 

Not all the big collectors, not all the big buyers are in New York. 
There are hundreds and hundreds of them scattered all across the 
country and they are entitled to news and service as well as are the 
New York collectors. 

It is so easy for New York Newspapers to pick up a telephone 
and gather a bit of stamp news that is worthy of nation wide pub- 
lication. On the other hand, the dealers who know and supply this 
information seldom think to send it out about the country and in 
many instances, publishers outside New York must find a few scraps 
in some of the New York newspapers, 

Even they, only skim the surface with matter that would make 
interesting news and such news will boost our hobby. 

What we need is a bureau in New York which will gather news 
and send a weekly bulletin to newspapers and philiatelic papers which 
will use that news. 

Right now we learn through New York Newspapers that the 
American Stamp Dealers Association is sponsoring an auction of do- 
nated stamps for the USO, 

Are we out in the states of this nation expected to clip and re- 
print this information or are we supposed to keep mum on the mat- 
ter and let the boys in New York solicit these contributions from 
New York sources alone. Stamp papers all over the country will 
gladly help in any such project, but they are entitled to a release 
of the news from its source at the same time as given out for pub- 
lication to other papers, The pride of any publisher demands that 
and the sooner New York awakens to the fact that there are over 
100,000,000 people outside the New York area, just that much sooner 
will our hobby benefit from the proper distribution of publicity. 

A bureau of this type, sponsored and financed by the Stamp 
Dealers of America, under management of a Committee of the Col- 
lectors Club of New York, would furnish the greatest support that 
the Hobby has yet enjoyed.

A timely slogan with limited 
use reads, “Loans to Pay Your

Post Master General Walker’s 
annual report for the fiscal year 
ending June, 30, 1942 showed 
that postage paid by meter mach- 
ines amounted to nearly 25% of 
all postage collected which is an 
increase over the previous year. 
With the curtailment in the man- 
ufacture of these meters, next 
year’s report may show little in- 
crease. ; 

Some collectors have noticed 
metered covers from National 
Postal Meter devices which have 
had no town circle in the imprint. 
This more frequently ocucrs on 
registered mail where postal laws 
and regulations forbid the town or 
date being used on the face of 
the cover, Inquiry at the NPM 
main office in Rochester gives us 
the following information. “There 
are handy fingertip controls on 
the front of every NPM meter to 
make instantaneous changes, pro- 
viding for the elimination of 
either the date or the complete 
town and date circle. Two reg- 
istered covers from meter 7185 
bear different imprints. In both 
cases the town circle is completly 
missing, but there is a space be- 
tween the slogan and inditia in 
one and not in the other. 

NPM installed a 21c single de- 
nomination meter in the Contin- 
ental National Bank and Trust 
Company, Salt Lake City, Utah 
in January 1936 and it is still in 
use, This is the only instance of 
a NPM meter adapted for ex- 
clusive use on registered mail by 
removing the date circle die from 
the printing head. 

Personal examination of the 
latest model Pitney Bowes meter 
shows a dial for town circle post- 
mark, town circle blank and town 
circle with town but no date. The 
first applies to all first class mail, 
the second to registered mail and 
the third to third class mail. There 
is also a lever to push if slogan 
is desired or not. 

When a meter tape is used on 
fourth class matter parcel post, 
the postal laws require the date to 
be used as this prevents soaking 
and reuse on another package. 
precancel collectors will know 
the meaning of this. 

Wesley Smith of 1201 East 
Scott St. Kirksville, Missouri 
writes that he plans to service 
a patriotic meter slogan cover and 
will accomodate collectors who 
send their covers to him accom- 
panied by a return self-address- 
ed stamped envelope. This is not 
the way most meter fans get their 
covers as half the pleasure seems 
to be in picking them out of the 
waste basket or accumulation of 
mail. 

The mailomat 51020 reported 
in this column does not show the 
P. O. in the town circle at pre- 
sent. On a visit to the Salmon 
Tower Bunlding February 20, I 
mailed myself a letter and made 
the discovery. Details of this are

In West Coast Auction 


Six lots of 3c 1851’s, plated and 
guaranteed by Dr. Carroll Chase, 
were sold at H. A. Murchison’s 
53rd Pacific Coast sale, held at the 
Los Angeles Philatelic Club.

In addition to the uniqueness 
that their triangular shape lends, 
the stamps are for the most part 
very colorful and portray a host 
of subjects. The largest majority 
of them are readily obtainable at 
a reasonable figure. For the bene- 
fit of the collector we herewith 
provide a check list, 

For the most part, triangle 
stamps are of the common ordi- 
nary type of triangle, known as 
the equilateral or isosceles trian- 
gle. In fact I believe that practi- 
cally all triangle stamps are of one 
of these 2 types of triangle stamps 
cept possibly those triangle stamps 
‘of the Colombian Republic, Scott 
inumbers 59, 60 and 61 which are 
sealene triangles. 

The equilateral triangle is that 
triangle in which the three sides 
are equal. The isosceles triangle is 
‘the triangle in which two sides 
‘are of equal length and the third 
side either longer or _ shorter, 
while the scalene triangle is that 
triangle in which all three sides 
are of different length, as in the 
Colombian stamps referred to 
above. 

There is another type of triangle 
which has not yet been used in 
the production of postage stamps 
and will hardly likely appear, un- 
less some country wants to make 
a novelty, this is the spherical 
triangle whose sides are formed of 
geodetic lines or arcs of great 
circles,

STAMPS TO SELL 


























The monthly bulletin of news 
from the Post Office Department 
gives figures on the new six cent 
air mail booklet first day covers 
and we would judge from these 
figures that this item will turn 
out to be a bit better than some 
other first day covers as we would 
have believed that more covers 
would have been put through than 
the figures show. This however 
can be accounted for in some re- 
spects by the refusal on the part 
of the Post office Department to 
service any except full panes at 
18c each also because a lot of 
collectors of first day covers con- 
fine their collections wholly. to 
the Commemorative stamps. 

For this new stamp, covers can- 
celled total 50,216 and this figure 
must mean full panes and pro- 
bably does not account for the 
covers mailed with single stamps 
by local individuals. 

Total number of booklets sold 
at the Post Office and at the Ag- 
ency was 32,750. If we would as- 
sume that all of these booklets 
were used on covers, we can fig- 
ure as follows. Two pages to a 
book, thus, 65,500 panes which 
leaves 15,284 panes not accounted 
for. If all of these were put 
through on first day covers as 
single stamps, the total number of 
singles would be 45,852. It is un- 
likely however that anything like 
all of these went on covers as 
single stamps and the actual fig- 
ure will never be known. These 
covers can all be identified by 
cancellation date, March 18, and 
the one we have is timed at 4 p. 
m, Most of these covers will carry 
a cachet and are thus easily spot- 
ted but perhaps the rarest of any 
of these first day covers will be 
an ordinary commercial cover 
from an individual or business 
concern which does not bear a 
cachet or distinguishing mark. 
Such covers, if found should be 
prized by the finders, 

Total cash sale on booklets at 
the Post Office and Agency was 
$12,117.50. 

The Post Office sale of booklets 
was 20,411 and the Agency sale 
12,339 booklets.

IS ONE OF THE GREATEST

a stamp which causes wonder that 
it had a place in such a collec- 
tion. But that is not for us to 
question, it is the .collection, as 
he formed it, with the things he 
liked, and was satisfied to have. 
And the things he liked most, were 
those which will always rank as 
the finest things in Philately and 
will always give pride and pleas- 
ure to whomever may own them. 
There is a great responsibility 
in the disposal of a collection of 
this quality and magnitude. It 
is, therefore, gratifying indeed, 
to see that the task has been en- 
trusted to Philip H. Ward Jr., of 
Philadelphia, who certainly needs 
no further introduction to Ameri- 
can philately. Mr. Ward has se- 
cured the assistance of Stanley B. 
Ashbrook for the preparation of 
the catalogue. Thus, one has the 
assurance that the production of 
the catalogue will reflect credit 
on both of these men, and that the 
conduct of the sale itself will be 
with the dignity that Mr. West, 
personally, might have desired, 


As to the collection itself, be- 
tween 2500 and 3000 individual 
lots will be required to consum- 
mate its dispersal. This will neces- 
sitate a large and elaborate cata- 
logue which will contain forty-two 
full page plates of illustrations, as 
well as individual pictures of a 
number of other lots. The scope 
of the collection covers United 
States postage issues and Depart- 
ment stamps. It comprises singles, 
pairs, strips and blocks, together 
with stamps on cover. Both un- 
used and used stamps are inclu- 
ded, the used stamps featuring in- 
teresting and unusual cancella- 
tions. From the first issue of 1847 
up to within the past few years, 
there is a wide representation of 
all these issues. Errors and varie- 
ties are present in profusion. All 
of the inverted centers of the 
“postage” issues are present in un- 
excelled quality. The announce- 
ment of the sale which readers of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News have 
doubtless read, is, to my mind, 
much too conservative. It is one 
of the really great collections of 
United States of all time. Only 
the catalogue can do justice to it 
stamp by stamp, and for that rea- 
son, I am restrained from- men- 
tioning individual pieces and must 
limit these writings to the collec- 
tion itself, as a unit. Of course, 
one must make special comment 
on the covers, which, throughout, 
are most exceptional, and that is 
considerable understatement. They 
are exceptional for both charac- 
ter and quality and a large num- 
ber maybe ranked as being the 
finest in existence. Some may be 
equalled, but certainly not sur- 
passed. The special group of Miss- 
issippi Packet covers are particu- 
larly noteworthy, and a whole book 
could be written about the mag- 
nificent covers relating to the 
Great West in the early mining 
Gays. The Pony Express, Ocean 
Mail, via Nicaragua, Overland 














Mail and Express Company cov-} 


ers are all beautifully represent- 
ed. This, too, is understatement 
but those considerations must be 
left to the catalogue. 

It is a sale deserving of ut- 
most enthusiasm and well worthy 
of the attention of all who are 
seriously interested in United 
States stamps. Such things as 
the sale makes available are only 
to be had when such a collec- 
tion as this is placed on the auc- 
tion market. For many of the 
pieces offered, there will be no 
“other opportunity”. 

While one always feels a little 
regret in the breaking up of the 
fruits of years of loving labor, 
there is always the satisfaction 
that these many beautiful pieces 
will find new owners who will 
appreciate and cherish them as 
did the former owner, Mr. West 
had his years of pleasure from 
his stamps. Now that he is no 
longer here to enjoy them, there 
is satisfaction in the fact that his 
past pleasure may now be shared 
by those who become the owners, 
and when, in the future, their 
collections may be placed on the 
market, future generations of 
philatelists will know how to 
appreciate them as much as the 
collectors of this present day,
